LETTERS TO THE EDITOR 



Dear Mr. Hedden: 

Just finished reading a letter writ- 
ten by Mr. Alan B. Walker of Aus- 
tralia, and your answer to him. 

As a person who has been making 
marquetry pictures for almost seven 
years, I am going to defend the name 
used by Mr. Walker. It is possibly 
correct to call all this type of work 
inlay if we consult some dictionaries, 
but to those of us who do the work, 
we feel that there should be a sepa- 
ration of types. Inlay means that a 
groove or space has been cut in a 
table top or piece of wood and some- 
thing inserted. Marquetry, as it is 
now practiced is made from veneers 
1/28 in. thick, and all pieces are cut 
out and fitted together and glued to 
a flat surface. The finished picture 
produced from inlaying and from 
marquetry will look alike, but the 
methods are different. 

I am a member of the Interna- 
tional Wood Collector's Society, and 
quite a few members list their hobby 
as marquetry. As a matter of fact, 
several months ago one bulletin was 
dedicated to members who practiced 
marquetry, and there were several 
full-page articles about this work.

Dear Mr. Carlson: 

Get two or more woodworkers to- 
gether, drop this subject into the con- 
versation and you will get a heated 
debate. Incidentally, we will have a 
story in a future issue on assembling a 
kit to make an inlaid picture (actually 
marquetry, as the pieces cut from ve- 
neer stock are cemented to a board t. 
While assembling a kit with pre-cut 
pieces may not be a challenge to long- 
time practitioners of marquetry, it is an 
excellent way of introducing a fascinat- 
ing hobby, and does show the limitless 
possibilities of inlaying — marquetry, 
if you prefer that term. 

Mr. Walker might appreciate know- 
ing of the Wood Collector's Society. 
Why not write and tell him about it?

2. Tree comes In compact carton that also is used for storage I. Ornaments can be hung on tree, using standard hooks that will not damage 
of tree during the year. Available in five sizes from 2 to 8 ft., bronches. Although low-voltage lights can be used, floodlights are recommended 
in pink, green and gold, as well as natural silver. because of danger of short-circuit in all-metal tree from defective wiring. 




3. Two sections of trunk (small trees may have 
one section) arc assembled, fitted in stand pro- 
vided. Individual branches are taken from pa- 
per sleeves, fitted in holes in trunk. Sleeves 
are saved for re-use. 
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4. Assembly of tree is from fop down. Note 
how angle of bronches changes to give natural 
look. Stand is provided in kit. Disassembly of 
free is just reverse of assembly, starting at 
bottom, going up. 




5. Last branch fitted in place, tree is ready 
for decorations. Off-tree lighting is recom- 
mended for safety and to take most advantage 
of shimmering, highly-reflective surfaces of the 
many, feathery branches.

DIFFERENT, YET TASTEFUL and simple 

are these outdoor Christmas decora- 
tions that are made from readily 
available materials and lights. Every 
home, of course, will present differ- 
ent problems. On the house shown it 
was necessary to use lengths of dowel 
or aluminum tubing clamped or 
wired to the eavestrough to support 
the wires on which the festooning and 
lights are suspended. If a house has 
overhanging eaves, this would not be 
necessary. The suspending wires 
could simply be stapled or nailed to 
the underside of the overhang. 

Ordinary garden lanterns— some- 
times called "Japanese" lanterns — 
are used for the Christmas decora- 
tions. Colored lamps can be used in- 
side them, or even twinkle lights. 
The star burst shown is made from 




welding rods. Lengths of coat hanger 
wire also could be used. The cord is 
looped down each length of rod, then 
the cord and rod are wrapped with 
tape. A pin-on light is attached to 
each loop. These are clear lamps to 
give a "star" effect, and can be 
twinkle lights if desired. The fes- 
tooning can be purchased at large 
stationery stores. Heavy tinsel 
strands could be used in place of the 
festooning, if strung on flexible wire 
that would provide the required 
strength. The large bows are cut and 
shaped from sheet plastic: they also 
can be purchased ready-made at 
some stores. Weathertight PAR 
lamps are used to highlight the wall 
of the house, being hidden behind 
shrubs. A PAR lamp accents the 
door, to add a special invitation to 
holiday guests. In the latter high- 
lighting, it might be a good idea to 
check the condition and appearance 
of the door and frame. A little calk- 
ing, plus a fresh paint or varnish job, 
might be necessary to make the door 
look its best. A A 




Clear-glass lamps are used in festooning around 
door, with an occasional twinkle lamp to add in- 
terest.

DOLL BEDS 




Roberta Fairall 

LACK OF LIVING space for her dolls 
may become a problem for the young 
lady of the house when Santa brings 
one or two new members for her 
family, but Dad can make these 
trundle beds as his personal gift to 
help solve the problem. Depending 
on the girl's age, the beds can be 
finished in two different ways: For 
a very young child, paint the beds 
three different colors. Blue for the 
large bed, yellow for the middle-size 
and red for the smallest. The paint 
should be a bright, wear-resistant 
enamel. For an older girl, the beds 
may be stained and finished to match 
her own furniture. Either way, only 
a few scraps of V4-in. plywood, some 
strips of 1 x 2 and 1x4 lumber are 
required for construction of the beds. 

Begin by drawing a pattern on 
cardboard for the top curve of the 
sides as shown on the '£-in. squares. 
This is the only pattern that will be

required, and it is used for all three 
of the beds. Start by cutting all parts 
for all three beds; the bottoms, sides 
and ends. Assemble the parts with 
brads or small nails and glue. Next, 
assemble the frames that form the 
legs. The beds now are ready to be 
attached to the leg units. Brace them 
with small mending angles and tap 
on the chair glides. Use sandpaper to 
round all edges and sand all surfaces 
smooth. Use a good quality sealer 
or undercoater, and when it is dry, 
resand all surfaces to remove any 
raised grain or wood fibers. 

With the modern penetrating, or 
sealer-stains, almost any wood can 
be colored to appear to be a hard- 
wood. This makes it readily possible 
to simulate maple, walnut, or any 
wood that you wish to match. Note in 
the drawing that where %-in. solid 
stock is called for. that this is 
standard 1-in. lumber. The actual 
finished dimension of 1-in. stock is 
approximately % in. 

Mattresses for the beds can be cut 
from scraps of foam rubber or 
urethane foam. Mother will have to 
help out when it comes to sewing 
the mattress covers. She might even 
want to sew sheets and small 
blankets to make the ensemble more 
complete for the young mother. 

Just one more suggestion: Better 
tell Santa the sizes of the beds so 
he brings the right dolls. A A

from a small oak keg. of the type in 
which pickled figs or herring are 
sold. A length of electrician's pipe is 
required in each case, plus a couple 
of locknuts, a socket and a lamp 
harp. The latter can be eliminated 
if a clip-on shade is used. 



A pound or two of dry sand or 
gravel inside the drum will make the 
lamp more stable. A large top. a 
wooden disk 6 to 8 in. in diameter 
and a length of pipe bent with an 
offset as shown, make the top lamp. 
Paint the disk one of the colors on 
the top. Invert the keg, as the top 
will be removed, and drill a hole in 
the bottom for the pipe. A A

front, sides and back of this scaled-down kitchen 
range are cut from Vi-in. plywood. Lengths of 
1 'A-in. quarter-round are dadoed to accept the 
plywood and form strong corners. Not shown in 
the drawing, but suggested for added strength 
and better appearance, are lengths of plywood 
nailed to the upper and lower edges of the sides 
and front. At the bottom the strips are 1 in. wide, 
at the top '/£ in. wide. After assembling front, 
sides and back, measure for the top and make it 
large enough to project % in. on each side and 
at the front. The top is cut from V4 or %-in. ply- 
wood. The hole in the stove back should be of a 
size to accommodate an old alarm clock. If no 
clock is available, simply paint, the clock on the 
wood. While the dimensions of the oven door are 
shown to be the same as the oven opening, it 
should be trimmed about Vs in. for an easy fit. 
Note that the drawer fronts are 1 in. larger each 
way than the drawer openings to provide a V^-in. 
flange all around. The drawer fronts can be left 
plain, or a 75-deg. bevel may be cut on the face 
along each edge for a more finished appearance. 
Burners on the range may be painted on, or lids 
from coffee cans may be painted black and 
nailed in place. Handles for the burners are 
drawer pulls cut in half. For added realism a 
grill from a discarded refrigerator can be in- 
stalled as an oven shelf.

one surface of the top of this extremely useful table 
can have a complete train layout, including buildings, 
bridges, etc.. attached permanently. Removal of the 
rolling stock permits the top to be inverted, so that the 
opposite surface then can be used as a hobby or work- 
table. The original model of the table was built by 
Dr. Kenneth Weisbrod, head of the psychology depart- 
ment of the Riverside County Schools in California, 
for his two sons. Many Christmas gifts to youngsters 
will be trains and/or hobby kits, and this table is the 
ideal answer as to what to do about each. 

Note that there are differences between the table 



in the photographs and the one shown in the drawing. 
Two tables were built, one of the original size, another 
smaller, by an editor. Improvements were made on 
the original model to increase the strength and rigidity, 
and these are shown in the drawing. First, two bolts 
are used in each side of each leg, as indicated, rather 
than one. The leg members are glued as well as bolted. 
Secondly, if the table is to receive heavy usage by 
active youngsters, an optional shelf is suggested. The 
shelf is the same size as the top. but has a cutout on 
the front edge to provide leg room. This shelf makes the 
table much more rigid.

EDUCATIONAL, AS WELL AS ENTERTAINING, 

this toy traffic light will leach young- 
sters to understand traffic signals. 
The light box and floor stand are 
detachable from the 2x2 column, to 
simplify storage. The face of the 
light is %-in. plywood, the rest %-in. 
plywood. Paint the inside of the light 
black, including the portion of the 
column that extends inside. The 
handles that pivot the light disks are 
positioned with bumpers so that when 
they are up the lights are "on,"' when 
down the lights are "off." The back 
surfaces of the disks are painted 
black. Make the disks about % in. 
smaller in diameter than the holes, 
to assure free operation. Fit the disks 
in the holes, align them carefully and 
drill holes through the light front and 
into the disks. Drop glue in the blind 
holes in the disks, position them, then 
slip lengths of %-in. dowel through 
the light front and into the disks. 
Depending on the youngsters' ages, 
the light column may have to be 
shortened or perhaps made longer.

Rocket Plane

designed FOB the toddler who is growing up in the space 
age, this winged rocking-chair toy requires only a little 
imagination to become a Mach 3 jet plane. Removing 
the wing converts it to a true space-bound rocket. The 
plane is easier to store when the wing is taken off, 
which might be of more interest to Mother and Dad 
than the increased "imagination speed." Over-all dimen- 
sions of the plane can be changed to fit a particular 
child, but the sizes produced from enlarging the squared 
pattern will accommodate most youngsters. Moving the 
seat-back to the rear, or lowering the seat will vary 
dimensions also. The wing is placed across the plane 
over the seat, and %-in. holes are drilled through the 
seat and wing. The wing then is removed and 1 14-in. 
lengths of '/i-in. dowel are cemented in the wing holes. 
The wing thus will be held in position by the dowels 
and the child's weight will hold it down in place. The 
seat, seat-back, footboard and front of the plane are cut 
14 in. wide, to fit between the cut-out sides. The top 
of the plane's nose is made % in. wider, so it will fit 
over the top edges of the plane sides. All parts of the 
plane are cut from %-in. plywood, except the seat 
bottom, and "control arm," which are %-in. plywood, 
or 1-in. solid stock. Sand all surfaces smooth and round 
edges and corners. Paint the plane brilliant colors. A A 
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Happy-The-Whale Toy Chest 




UNIQUE IN desicn, this toy storage 
chest is itself a toy that can be towed 
around on casters. Dimensions given 
show the chest to be 24 in. long, with 
a 6-in extension on the bottom cut at 
45 deg.. to support the tail. The tail 
is screwed to both the floor and to 
the shell of the curved body. Dimen- 
sions of the chest can be changed to 
suit, even reduced to produce a small 
pull toy for a toddler. Also, while 
dimensions given are quite accurate, 
it is suggested that you first lay out 
the side members on heavy card- 
board to check the pivoting action. 
If the pivot is off just slightly, the 
"mouth-door" will not operate. 

Either % or '■a-in. plywood is used 
for the four side members and the 
bottom. The curved pieces can be 
light sheet metal, such as do-it-your- 
self aluminum, with doubled edges 
to eliminate sharp edges, or %-in. 
hardboard. It might be necessary to 
steam or soak the latter material. 
The pivoting mouth is made so that 
it fits between the sides of the whale, 
but the front edge fits on top of, and 
flush with, the front member of the 
body. Note that the 1x4 caster sup- 
ports are long enough to fit under 




the lower edges of the sides of the 
whale. These supports also strengthen 
the floor, as it is quite likely that 
youngsters will explore Happy's in- 
sides. Paint the inside a bright red. 
the outside another gay color. Use 
blue for the waves and the eyes. A A 
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Inlaid strips give this crib- 
bage board a custom-made 
look that is further en- 
hanced by the insertion of 
metal eyelets in the holes. 
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ANYONE INTERESTED IN CRD3BAGE will be 

delighted with this accurate counting 
board. The edges of the 1-in. block 
used for the board can be left square, 
or shaped with a router bit or shaper 
as is the one shown. For an added 
touch, cut a saw slot down the cen- 
ter lengthwise, and one between each 
of the groups of peg holes and insert 
strips of wood of constrasting colors. 



The holes can be simply drilled in 
the hardwood to accept short lengths 
of aluminum wire, or they can be 
fitted with eyelets, as is the board 
shown. The eyelets can be purchased 
from mail-order houses. Smaller di- 
ameter wire, or brass brads can be 
used for counting pins to fit in the 
eyelets. Seal and varnish the board 
before inserting the eyelets. A A

Although seemingly a simple project, this chess boord requires meticulous craftsmanship to produce 
a truly beautiful piece of work. Each square must be exactly the same size as all the others; each 
must be true and square, fitted precisely. 
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start construction of this chess 
board with an 18 x 18-in. square of 
%-in. plywood. It must be cut ac- 
curately square. Squares for the 
board are cut from V-i-in. maple and 
walnut, or any two contrasting 
woods. Each of the blocks measures 
exactly 2% in. each way, and is 
cut with perfectly square corners. 
Cement each block to the base, start- 
ing in the lower, righthand corner. 
Do the bottom and righthand rows 
first. Apply adhesive to the bottom 
and edges of each square. For the 
frame of the assembled board cut 
20-in. lengths of 1 x 1-in. walnut and 
miter them at 45 deg. In addition to 
glue, the frame is secured by three 
V4-in. dowels 2% in. long in each 
strip. The dowels fit in blind holes 
in the frame strips, and correspond- 
ing holes drilled in the edges of the 
base of the board. Clamp the frame 
strips in place, then set the board 
aside until all glue has set com- 
pletely. If necessary, apply weight 
to the face of the board to keep the 
squares in place. Sand the surface of 
the board absolutely smooth, apply 
sealer and a coat of spar varnish. 
For a finishing touch, cement a piece 
of felt to the entire bottom. A A

Fire 
Safety 
for The 
Home

ABOUT 1,500 AMERICAN HOMES burn 

each day, with 30 or more persons 
losing their lives in the fires. A few- 
simple precautions will reduce the 
chances of your own home burning, 
and some basic instructions will give 
you and members of your family an 
excellent chance of survival in the 
event that your home does catch fire. 

More fires start in the kitchen than 
any other room. They are caused by 
exposed heating elements and flames 
necessary for cooking, plus ordinary 
carelessness. Cooking ranges should 
be kept free of grease; a few minutes 
of cleaning each day is good in- 
surance against fire. Remove excess 
water from foods before frying, as 
the water will cause "popping" that 
will splatter hot grease and can cause 
a fire. If grease catches fire, don't 
panic. Throw a handful of salt or 
baking soda (never water or flour) 
on the fire. Cover a pan with a lid 
if it is on top of the range, shut the 
oven door tightly if the pan is in- 
side. Turn off the gas or electricity, 
but do not try to move the burning 
pan. The closed oven door or pan lid, 
plus the salt or baking soda, will 
extinguish the blaze. Loose clothing 
and long sleeves should never be 
worn while working at a range. 
Window curtains should be at least 
3 ft. away from range burners. 



The bedroom is second on the list 
of fire-dangerous locations, with 
smoking in bed accounting for 13 
percent of all deaths from fires. Also, 
electric and gas heaters placed too 
near furniture, bed clothing or 
drapes, can turn a room into a blaz- 
ing inferno in moments. Bedroom 
doors should be closed tightly when

1. If a fire is confined !o one section of the 
house, and stairways ore not on fire, lead the 
children out of the house to prevent panic. And, 
most important, do not panic yourself. 

you go to bed, windows should be 
open for fresh air. The door will help 
hold back advancing fire, the open 
windows will provide oxygen, pre- 
venting suffocation. Most fire deaths 
are due to breathing super-heated, 
gas-laden fumes, not from flames. 

Fireplaces are lovely, but do not 
use gasoline or kerosene to start 




2. Notify the fire department by telephone the 
moment you notice smoke or flames. Keep the 
telephone number of the fire department taped 
to the phone for instant use. 
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3. If smoke or flames prevent you from reaching your telephone, run to the nearest fire-alarm box, 
pull the alarm and wait for the fire engines to direct them to your home. Do you know the location 
of the nearest alarm? 



fires in them. A protective screen 
should always be used to stop flying 
sparks; and even then all combusti- 
ble objects should be at least 3 ft. 
away from the fire. This includes the 
mantel above. Completely extinguish 
the fire before going to bed or leaving 
the house. Quite positively, a Christ- 
mas tree should not be placed nearer 
than the length of a room to a fire- 
place. To help keep the tree green, 
do not use the fireplace during the 
time the tree is up. Better still, use 
a metal tree. Under any circum- 
stances, check the wiring of the tree 
lights. If there is the slightest sign 
of wear in the wires that could cause 
a short circuit and set the tree on 
fire — repair the wires, or discard 
that string of lights. 

Make sure there are plenty of ash 
trays of large size. A cigarette left 
carelessly burning can drop into up- 
holstery and cause it to smolder for 
hours before it bursts into flame. 

Clean and check your furnace an- 
nually, repairing defects at once. 
Adjustment and repair of gas and oil 
units should be left to a service 
specialist. Defective chimneys, 
clogged flues, pipes and dampers 
cause 40,000 fires each winter. Car- 
bon deposits that form on flue linings 
are flammable, and unless removed 
regularly are a serious fire threat. 
Provide metal containers for ashes, 
so hot embers will be harmless. 
When banking coal fires, leave some 
red coals on top, to burn gases that 
might otherwise collect and later ex- 
plode. If you smell oil or gas fumes 
from the basement, shut off the fur- 



nace. This usually can be done at the 
thermostat. Close the basement door 
tightly and open all windows in the 
house. If you can't find the leak im- 
mediately, call the fire department. 
Get everyone out of the house until 
the leak has been repaired. 

Your workshop should have a 
separate electrical circuit to handle 
power tools. Light household wiring 
is not designed for such heavy use 
and will heat up, causing a fire 
hazard. When working with wood 
that has been varnished, lacquered 
or shellacked, or where you have 
used thinner or remover, remember 
that dust and shavings from the wood 
often are highly flammable. Dust 
caused by using an electric sander 
on impregnated woods becomes ex- 
plosive when suspended in air, so 
do not smoke, and be careful of hot- 
water tanks and heating plants that 
might ignite the dust. 

FAMILY ESCAPE PLAN 

"Don't Panic," are the key words 
for any plan you devise for helping 
your family escape from a fire. If 
you have upstairs bedrooms, insist 
that the doors be closed when you 
go to bed. Three-fourths of home-fire 
deaths occur upstairs from down- 
stairs fires. Heated air as hot as 
1.000 deg. quickly fills upper levels. 
People aroused by the smell of smoke 
who dash excitedly out into hallways 
often are felled instantly by super- 
heated air. If you awake and smell 
smoke, first put your hand on the 
top panel of the door. Fig. 4. If the 
door is hot to the touch, you will 
commit suicide if you open it. A hot 



door means the hallway outside is 
charged with lethal heat. Pound on 
the adjoining walls to awaken the 
rest of the family, then escape 
through a window, notifying the fire 
department by telephone or alarm 
box. In reporting a fire by telephone. 
Fig. 2, give the address clearly and 
slowly. If using an alarm box, re- 
main at the box. Fig. 3, to direct the 
engines. Bedrooms opening on porch 
roofs offer ideal escape paths. Those 
that do not should be equipped with 
an anchored rope ladder. Even a 
single rope, or blankets or sheets 
knotted together, can be tied to a 
radiator or heavy piece of furniture, 
Fig. 5. If a door is not hot, brace 
your foot and shoulder against it and 
open it a few inches. Keep your head 
away from the opening, as a deep 
lungful of heated gas can cause un- 
consciousness. If there is pressure 
against the door, or a hot blast rushes 
through the small opening, SLAM 
THAT DOOR SHUT! 

If hallways are accessible, awaken 
other members of the family and 
lead them to safety, Fig. 1. Call the 
fire department. In escaping through 
stairs and hallways, stay close to the 
wall while going down steps. Crawl 
along floors if smoke is dense. There 
is more oxygen and less smoke at 
floor level. Take short, shallow 
breaths while passing through heated 
or smoke-filled rooms. Do not gulp 
air or hold your breath! 

Most fire deaths are caused by 
oxygen being burned from the air, 
leaving none to breathe. Instruct 



4. If you smell smoke, place your hand against 
the upper part of the door. If it is hot, do not 
open, but escape out a window after arousing 
the rest of the family, if not hoi, use caution. 
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5. If hollwoys ore filled with fire, heat or smoke, 
escope from a window by tying bed clothing to 
a radiator or heavy piece of furniture and low- 
ering yourself to safety. 



your family to break windows if they 
should find themselves in a smoke- 
filled room. This will provide ade- 
quate oxygen while they escape. 
Also, impress on them that once they 
are out of a burning building to stay 
out! Valuables can be replaced, lives 
cannot. Close doors as you pass from 
the blaze to safety. By blocking off 
rooms you hold back heat and flames, 
increasing your chances of reaching 
safety. When possible, plan two 
escape paths from every room. 
Regular family fire drills will im- 
plant these safety paths into the 
minds of even children. 

Attach the phone number of the 
fire department to your telephone 
and extensions. Tell the family the 
location of the closest fire-alarm box 
and the proper procedure for turning 
in an alarm. If you live in a one- 
floor house, escape can be simply 
a matter of opening or breaking a 
window and stepping out to the 
ground. If the screens are on the 
inside, show the family how they 
can be removed. A piece of furniture 
also can be used to break through the 
screen and glass. Keep in mind that 



youngsters are taught constantly not 
to damage property, and that in- 
structions on smashing screens and 
windows for escape in the event of 
fire must be firmly impressed on 
their minds. A few moments of in- 



decision could mean the difference 
between life and death. 

With all precautions made, let us 
hope that the need for them never 
arises. But. if it does, you will be 
well prepared. A A

Stair railings become "rocky" when baluster 
dowels loosen in tread holes. Nails help swell 
dowels, reinforce fastening. Note length of wood 
thai braces baluster while it is nailed. 




4. If necessary to disassemble a railing, lift 
balusters from bottom so their dowel pins clear 
treads. Pins are usually about 1 in. long. Pry 
up each baluster carefully to prevent damage.

A Stair

NO one has confidence in a stair rail- 
ing that is loose and shaky. Young 
children, and women in high heels, 
may become uneasy and trip and fall 
because of their mistrust of such a 
support. And, there is always the 
chance that a weakened railing may 
break away. 

Sometimes a single fault may be 
corrected to eliminate the looseness. 
In the case of a badly neglected 
staircase, however, it may be neces- 
sary to remove and reassemble the 
balusters and railing, Figs. 4 and 5. 
There are just two basic types of 
stair railings: Free-standing and 
wall-hung. A free-standing unit is 
supported by balusters and newel 
posts, although the upper end may 
be fastened directly to a wall, Fig. 
3. Square balusters are turned on the 
lower ends to fit in holes in the stair 
treads, while newel posts have a 
similar, but larger extension that fits 




6. Newel post at the lower end of stair railing 
has long, turned end that projects and Is fitted 
in deep hole in the tread. Stud at bottom fits in 
floor plate or joist. 




3. Where railing end is fastened directly to 
wall, drive in a few additional nails directly 
into the wood. Chipped plaster around railing 
end can be patched and smoothed.

through a tread and down to a floor 
plate or joists. Screw studs on the 
lower end of the turning are driven 
into the plate or joist. Figs. 6 and 7. 
If the balusters of a railing are loose, 
long finishing nails can be toe-nailed 
into them to reach the tread on the 
opposite side. Figs. 1 and 2. The nails 
also expand the turned extensions 
to tighten them in the holes in the 
treads. A railing end attached to a 
wall can be tightened by driving nails 
through it into a wall plate or stud. 
Fig. 3. If a newel post sways, or if 
the joint between railing and end 
fitting, Fig. 5, are loose, it may be 
necessary to lift off the railing. The 
joint between railing and fitting can 
be broken and re-glued, or a larger 
stud installed. If the dowel under 
the newel post is loose in the hole, 
Fig. 6, saw a slot across the end and 
drive in a narrow wedge to ex- 
pand it for a tight fit. A A 




7. If the hole in the floor plate or joist has 
become enlarged, or if screw stud is loose in 
post, a larger one should be used. Larger- 
diameter screw will drive firmly, hold post rigid.

THIS FUNCTIONAL-FURNITURE project is 

of "Danish-Modern" design, with 
clean, simple lines. An added ad- 
vantage of the design is that it 
makes for easy construction. Versa- 
tility of the unit makes it usable in 
almost any room in the house. 

For most parts of the unit, 1-in. 
solid stock or %-in. hardwood-faced 
plywood is used. For the legs 2 x 2s 
(approx. 1% x 1% in. finished) are 
required. Start by laying out all the 
pieces on the lumber, saw them out 
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and true up to required size. As- 
semble all parts with glue and 
screws. For the bench, join side rails 
to short legs, and end rails to long 
legs. Drive counterbored screws 
through the short legs into the long 
ones. Attach top boards over end 
rails, position fascia strips, then in- 
vert the unit and attach glue blocks. 

Assemble the bottom rails of the 
chest shell and brace with angles. 
Attach drawer guides to sides. Attach 
back and sides to rails and fasten 
top boards. Check this unit to make 
sure it fits inside fascia strips on 
bench. Attach drawer glides to the 
side members of the drawers, and 
glue blocks flush at the front and

vantages of this seat that takes the 
place of a portable high chair, train- 
ing seat and car seat.

Bend the 36-in. length of rod around 
a large pot or other round form, 
leaving 3 in. on each end straight. 
Plastic or rubber tubing is slipped on 
the rod before bending. Assemble 
the seat bottom, back, sides and stop 
strip, using glue and flathead wood 
screws. Countersink all screw heads 
and fill with wood putty. Fit the rod 
in the bored holes in the seat back, 
then bend and shape this guard to 
rest on the top of the vertical stop 
piece.

quests for an opaque projector that 
would handle larger copy than the 
usual low-cost unit, this model ac- 
commodates copy up to 10 x 10 in., 
and will project a reduced as well as 
enlarged image. 

All materials for the projector can 
be obtained locally except for the 
mounted lens and the blower. Sources 
for these are in the Material List. 

The base for our projector. Figs. 1 
and 9, is a piece of a solid-core door, 
picked up in the bargain rack at a 
lumberyard. As a substitute use a 
sheet of %-in. plywood supported on 
a frame of 2 x 2s. Fit the top with a 
piece of Vs-in. tempered hardboard. 
Two 4-ft. lengths of lV4-in. do-it-your- 
self tubing are fastened to the base 
with flanges. Fig. 6. For added 
strength a hardwood strip VA x 2V4 x 
23Ms in. was drilled for the tubing, 
notched tor the flanges, then held 
with lag screws driven up through 
the base. The % x 48-in. aluminum 
rods that guide the counterbalance 
box also are fitted through this strip. 
Blind holes % in. deep are drilled in 
the strip that fits over the tops of 
the tubes and rods, Fig. 9. 

Build the light box first, Figs. 2 
and 9, but leave the front off until 
you have attached the guide-roller 
assembles by driving screws from 
inside the box.

Screws and glue strengthen 
simple butt joints. Follow dimensions 
given to lay out patterns on heavy 
paper for ends, aprons and stretcher. 
Measure the seat and cleats directly 
on the lumber, and saw just a little 
outside the lines to allow for finish- 
ing. True up and sand pieces to exact 
dimensions using No. 1 garnet paper 
to glaze end grain. Then, put your 
sleigh-seat bench together with glue, 
screws and finishing nails following 
these easy steps:

1. Join cleats to seat and stretcher. 

2. Next, attach seat and stretcher 
to ends by driving screws through 
from inside cleats into ends.

Cover screw and nail- 
heads with wood filler. 

5. Use a wood rasp to file edges 
and corners generously and some- 
what unevenly for that well-worn 
look.

while a shaper generally is consid- 
ered the tool to be used for making 
picture frame stock, lack of one in 
your shop does not mean that you 
cannot make beautiful framing. 
Router bits chucked in your drill 
press or radial-arm saw will permit 
you to make an almost infinite num- 
ber of frame profiles. Lowering or 
raising a bit in relation to the stock 
will change the profile, and moving 
the stock against or away from the 
bits will produce the same result. 

Straight stock is shaped by run- 
ning it against a bit with the aid of a 
straight fence clamped to the table 
of the drill press. A radial-arm saw 
already has such a fence. For cir- 
cular frames, an L-shape fence, or 
guide, is cut from wood and clamped 
to the table. It is best to make sev-

eral passes, or cuts, cutting deeper 
each time, to avoid overworking a 
machine and also to produce a 
smoother finish. Frames of irregular 
or free-form shape also can be made 
with router bits. They can be cut 
free-hand, with a single pin as a 
guide to hold the stock the proper 
distance from the bit, but the use of 
a pilot bit (a bit that has a projecting 
tip against which the stock is held) 
makes this job simpler and safer, 
as well as more accurate. The one 
disadvantage of a pilot bit in this 
case is that the distance from the 
center of the bit to the stock cannot 
be changed to vary the shape of the 
stock profile. However, the bit can 
be raised and lowered to change the 
profile; the only limit is the length 
of the pilot. Some portion of the pilot

For the groove on the back side of 
the frame into which the picture and 
glass are set, a '/4-in. mortising bit 
can be used for circular, oval and 
free-form frames, while a saw cut is 
used on straight stock. Keep in mind 
that if the finished front face of 
straight stock will be quite narrow, 
it is best to cut the groove on the 
back first. This will assure that you 
have a wide enough face to permit 
holding the stock flat on the table 
while running it into a router bit or 
into a saw blade. A A

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Handscrews, 
Clamps 
And Fixtures 



Most widely used of all types, C-clomps are 
available in a great variety of sizes, strengths 
and throat depths. As with ony tool, make sure 
you buy a quality product. Simple V-notch in 
the fixed pad of the clamp will permit gripping 
round and irregular-shape objects, an easy- 
turning screw with clean threads permits opening 
the clamp fully to use for clamping on the ends 
of workpieces. Deep-throat clamps are extremely 
useful, must be strong to accept the extra strain 
of this particular design. 




Probably not too well-known to home-shop own- 
ers, a strap clomp will do jobs that are impos- 
sible with any other type of clamp, will produce 
tremendous pressure. 




Handscrews, usually thought of as tools for work- 
ing on furniture actually have many applications 
where an extremely strong, large-jawed clamp 
is needed to do the job. 





An advantage of handscrews, not found in most types of clomps, is the 
ability to use jaws parallel, as in this photo, or at an angle to each 
other, as in photo above. Handscrews are best all-around clamp, except 
for metals requiring welding. 



Heavy I-beam cross section of these bor clamps assure maximum strength 
for heavy-duty job, such as holding together 2-in. plonks for the top of 
this workbench. Clutch on sliding member permits quick positioning and 
release at any point. 
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Edge-clamp fixtures are another item with which the home-shop owner 
might not be familiar. These fixtures are used with bar clamps to hold 
a member down on two or more boards that are being edge-glued, or 
to prevent an assembly from bowing. 



Medium-duty bar clamps without edge fixtures are used for jobs such as 
edge-gluing. These have 5-in. depth-of-throat, are available with 2%-in. 
depth-of-throot. Note that screw is in movable portion of clamp, rather 
than in fixed end.

Low in cost and extremely versatile, clomp fixtures used on lengths of 
black-iron pipe are the best bet for a craftsman who wants an all-around 
selection of clamps that can be used on wood or metal, for bench work 
and for large projects outdoors. 



For most jobs, a length of pipe 3 or 4 ft. long is fine. To extend the 
clamps, pipe couplings ore used to add on any required length. Fast- 
acting clutches permit sliding the movable pad in position, the same as 
on assembled bar clamps. 



ALMOST every job in a workshop re- 
quires a clamping device of some 
type. It may be a vise, or perhaps 
just a wedge driven between a piece 
of work and a couple of boards nailed 
to a bench top. Our Model Shop has 
an extensive collection of clamps that 
will handle every possible job. Some 
of the devices, such as C-clamps, 
are well-known to everyone. Others, 
such as handscrews and strap 
clamps, may not be as familiar. 
Quite likely there is a clamping de- 
vice shown on these pages that will 
do a better job for you than a 
C-clamp, and there may be some that 
will handle operations you had con- 
sidered extremely difficult, or even 
impossible. Our favorites are the 
clamp fixtures that fit on lengths of 
pipe. Fixtures are available for both 
V6 and %-in. pipe. We prefer those 
for the %-in. pipe, as they are some- 



what stronger and have a wider 
range of uses because of the added 
strength. Some of the uses to which 
we have put the fixtures are to sup- 
port two partition walls almost 20 ft. 
apart and to clamp 2x4 braces on 
4x4 fence posts being set in con- 
crete, to show their versatility. Our 
strap clamp can hold a round or ir- 
regular-shape object up to 20 ft. in 
circumference. It has a canvas strap, 
but metal ones are available. They 
can be used on round shapes only. 
Handscrews, with their large, hard- 
maple jaws are the best all-around 
clamps. They will hold firmly on ir- 
regular surfaces and the wooden 
jaws are non-marring. All clamps in 
the Model Shop are from the Adjust- 
able Clamp Co., 417 N. Ashland Ave., 
Chicago 22.

WHILE A PORTABLE ELECTRIC SAW is fine 

for rough framing and other on-the- 
job cutting, it seldom is accurate 
enough for cabinetmaking. The solu- 
tion to this problem, and without 
spending money for two power tools, 
is to purchase a table in which the 
portable saw can be fitted. While 
most tool manufacturers, such as the 
Skil Corporation, whose unit is shown

in Fig. I, make tables of this type, 
we personally tested the Cummins 
unit in the workbench Model Shop. 
The portable unit was the Maxaw 737 
rated at 6%-in. depth of cut.

To fit the saw in the table, the shoe is 
tipped at an angle, then the unit is 
slipped into place, Fig. 3. Once in 
place, the saw can be adjusted back 
to 90 deg., or another angle.

guard of the portable saw will 
operate as usual, Fig. 7, but for 
smaller pieces of work it is best to 
install the closure plate provided 
with the table, Fig. 4, which does 
cancel the operation of the guard, 
When making angle cuts, as in Fig. 
7, the plate must be removed to 
provide clearance for the saw blade. 

A receptacle into which the port- 
able saw is plugged. Fig. 5, is pro- 
vided with the table. A switch on the 
receptacle box turns the saw on and 
off. An accurate miter gauge, and 
easy-operating rip fence also are in- 
cluded with the table assembly.

Tool Cabinet And Trash Box

IS YOUR WORKBENCH A CLUTTER of tools 

and scraps of material after a job? 
Here's your solution; a handy cab- 
inet for holding your tools, plus a 
scrap box for under the bench that 
makes clean-up a snap. 

Only hand tools and a miter box 
are required for the two items. Per- 
forated hardboard used on the backs 
of the cabinet can be fitted with fast- 
eners to hold the tools, shelves can 
also be fitted if you wish. The frame 
of the cabinet is reinforced with 
corner blocks that are glued and 



screwed in place. Note that the di- 
mensions of the perforated hard- 
board are 18 x 24 in., which is a 
stock size that will make a cabinet 
large enough to hold all tools except 
a standard-size handsaw. If the lat- 
ter is to be included, make the cab- 
inet 30 in. high, rather than 24 in.

Called the "Handy 
Carve" tool, the device requires no 
hammering, which means you can 
work quietly late at night in a small 
apartment, even in a hospital when 
that is necessary. The designs shown 
on the billfold, which is available 
as a kit, were made with the tool. 

First step is to dampen the surface 
of the leather, then trace the pattern 
of the design onto it. Outlines of the 
design are cut with the knife end, 
beveling and shading are done with 
the spoon end. Decorative cuts are 
made last, freehand, with the knife. 
When leather is thoroughly dry a 
coating is applied, then the item — 
a billfold in this case — is assembled. 

Two kinds of stitching are shown, 
enough lacing for either kind being 




included in the billfold kit. The whip 
stitch is a fairly common type, and 
is quite simple. The Western double- 
loop stitch is more intricate, but also 
is the more attractive of the two. 
Complete instructions are provided 



with the billfold kit. which is an ideal 
item for your first leathercraft proj- 
ect, but the illustrations on these 
pages will give you a pretty fair idea 
of the way leather can be worked 
with the double-end tool. These in- 



structions hold true whether the item 
is a billfold, or a saddle. For more 
information write to Tandy Leather 
Co., Dept. 84-B, P. O. Box 791.

Research Dept.: 

My home has a concrete slab floor 
throughout — no basement. The con- 
crete has never been covered since 
the house was built about three years 
ago. It is in good condition all over 
the surface in the several rooms and 
is dry the year 'round. I'd like to put 
down either a tile floor covering or a 
hardwood floor over the concrete. 
I'm undecided which type of floor to 
lay, tile or hardwood, I favor hard- 
wood but I don't know how it should 
be laid over the concrete. I do know 
it is done, but don't know if it is ad- 
visable in the type of house I have. 
There are five rooms and I'd like 
hardwood floors in the living room 
and the bedrooms, but would settle 
for tile floor covering in all the rooms 
if you think best. What is your rec- 
ommendation?— W.T., N. Y. 



Dear Mr. W. T.: 

Nowadays you have a wide choice of 
floor coverings in various types of ma- 
terials. If you are certain that the floor 
is dry, has always been dry and is likely 
to remain so indefinitely, then you can 
more or less take your choice, in both 
color and type of material. Asphalt tile 
generally is recommended for laying 
over concrete , both above and below 
grade. If, as you say, your floor is al-

ways dry. then it might be permissible 
to consider other types of tile. But we 
would think it advisable to consider only 
asphalt tile for your purpose. It with- 
stands the pressure of heavy pieces of 
furniture on legs or casters, such as 
sofas, chest of drawers, double beds and 
pianos, also stoves and refrigerators. 
Then there are ceramic tiles in a vari- 
ety of selections in design and color. 
Ceramic tiles are probably the most 
durable of all the types of floor tiles, 
but decorativewise in pattern and tex- 
ture are somewhat more limited than 
other types and also are more expensive 
in initial cost. Considering all these fac- 
tors we think you would he well satis- 
fied and pleased with the result if you 
choose asphalt or ceramic tile in all the 
rooms, or hardwood floors in all rooms 
except perhaps the kitchen and bath, 
and possibly the utility room, these 
three being floored with tile. In recom- 
mending a hardwood floor in the living 
room and bedrooms, we are thinking of 
the new parquet type hardwood floor- 
ing which comes in squares and is laid 
with a floor-tile cement in much the 
same fashion as regular floor tiles. The 
squares come prefinished and when laid 
according to the manufacturer's instruc- 
tions you get a very beautiful and du- 
rable floor at a minimum of labor. This 
is the reason we recommend that you 
consider the prefinished hardwood par- 
quet squares rather than conventional 
hardwood flooring boards or ranch 
boards, which must be nailed to screeds 
set in hot asphalt. Using the prefinished 
hardwood squares you can do the job 
yourself, a room at a time, without hav- 
ing to move out the entire household 
furnishings while a conventional hard- 
wood floor is laid and finished. And, 
on a slab floor you do not have the 
problem of the offsets at those points 
where the conventional hardwood floor, 
laid over screeds, meets the tile floor, 
as at the bathroom and kitchen door- 
ways. One caution: When laying any 
type of floor tile be sure — and we repeat 
because of its importance to success, be 
sure — to follow the flooring manufac- 
turer's instructions in all details. 
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Dear Research Editor: 

f have several pieces of driftwood 
of rather attractive shapes that I'd 
like to know how to clean and finish. 
One of these is quite large and is so 
shaped that it could be used as a 
base for a cocktail table. Two pieces 
could be made to serve as candle- 
sticks, or stands, and several would 
make novel lamp bases. The stuff is 
rough, full of dirt and sand, but all 
the pieces seem to be sound and the 
wood is hard as stone. My wife tells 
me to cut it up for fireplace wood, 
but we have plenty of that in this 
locality and I'd like to show her what 
can be done with it. Can you give me 
full instructions on how to proceed? — 
G.S., Me. 




Dear Mr. G. S.: 

You've laid yourself out a real chore. 
There are so many ways of finishing 
driftwood that we can give you only a 
few general instructions. It is impossible 
to outline a complete procedure in the 
space we have available. We can't tell 
you how to cut. shape and otherwise 
prepare the piece you say is suitable for 
a cocktail-table base: neither can we say 
how to cut and otherwise prepare the 
pieces for candlestands and lamp bases. 
That you will have to decide [or your- 
self. We assume from your description 
of the condition of the pieces that they 
have been picked up along an ocean 
beach or along the shore of a lake and 
that they have not been cleaned, cut or 
otherwise altered from the natural form. 
If this conclusion is correct then the first 
step is a thorough cleaning to remove 
sand, dirt and loose particles. Use of a 
stiff-bristle scrubbing brush and a wire 
brush will get rid of most of the sand 
and imbedded dirt and anything that's 
loose. This step must be thorough and 
usually it takes a vigorous application 
of the brushes and even a light scrub- 
bing with a mild soap solution to get 
down to bare wood. Use soap and water 
sparingly and be careful not to get the 
wood soaked, as this may discolor it 
somewhat. Once you get back to bare 
wood, what you do depends on what type 
of finish you have in mjnd. If you want 
to darken the wood and highlight it with 
gold paint or some other color, that's 
one thing. If you have in mind preserv-

ing the natural gray tones, that's some- 
thing else. In either case, however, the 
next step is to sanrl all the high spots 
lightly with a medium to fine grade 
sandpaper. In this step you have to 
judge solely by the altered appearance 
of the wood how far to go. Go a hit too 
far and you will cut through the weath- 
ered gray. Not far enough and the sur- 
face will still he rough. On some of the 
surfaces you will find fine steel wool 
better than any sandpaper, so have a 
few rolls of it handy. All the high sur- 
faces, ribs and whatnot, should be 
worked down smooth, but use care not 
to cut through the weathered gray, or 
patina of age. as it were. Some finishers 
of driftwood use an ordinary shingle 
stain to get the tonal color they want. 
Penetrating wood stains also can be 
used, but they are more difficult to con- 
trol in effect and depth of color. Some 
also use a pigmented toner applied with 
a spray gun to obtain varying depths of 
color. When darker stains are used the 
work is often coated with a flat varnish 
and then highlighted in gold, or gilt. 
There is now available a paint consist- 
ing of a special liquid vehicle with extra 
line particles of genuine gold in suspen- 
sion. This gives almost, but not quite, 
the effect of goldleafing. The product is. 
of course, relatively expensive, but it is 
effective and durable. 




Dear Research Editor: 

I have a concrete porch with an 
iron railing which was built several 
years ago. Last spring as I was paint- 
ing the siding of the house, I painted 
the sides and risers of the steps in 
the same color, using the oil paint I 
was using on the siding. This was 
good paint, the best house paint I 
could buy. But within a few months 
it began to peel in spots on both sides 
of the porch and on the step risers. 
Now it's a mess, largely because it's 
only peeling in separated small areas. 
Other places it seems to be as tightly 
stuck to the cement as it is to the 
wood siding. Come spring and paint- 
ing time again, what then? Do I re- 
move the rest of the paint and do the 
job over, or what? — E.W., Kan. 

Dear Mr. E. W.: 

Unfortunately, you did everything so 
very wrong that it's going to take some 
doing to remedy the condition now exist- 



ing. Dampness plus the free alkali in 
the concrete probably caused the paint 
to peel in spots as you describe. House 
paint, no matter how good it is, is not 
suitable for masonry and more espe- 
cially masonry exposed to dampness 
and weathering as it is in a stoop — 
which we have assumed you are refer- 
ring to rather than a porch, which is 
something else. Without a firsthand look 
at the stoop, its location and the shrub- 
bery that may be adjacent and which 
might be a [actor in any remedial step, 
it's a guess as to what is best to do. 
Rather than attempt to take the paint 
all off with a remover, it might be worth- 
while to try coating the defective spots 
with a masonry sealer and then go over 
the ivhole thing with an oil-base paint 
again. This is anything but an orthodox 
procedure, but it might save you some 
time and a lot of labor. We hesitate to 
recommend the step simply because at 
best the oil paint won't last more than 
a couple of seasons, and it might peel 
even before. It's impossible to say with 
any certainty. But if you wish you can 
try. First, scrub off all the loose paint 
particles and flakes with a wire brush. 
Then, if the concrete is smooth, sand 
the bare spots so that you produce a 
featheredge. Then apply a prepared 
masonry sealer (available from your 
paint dealer or building materials 
dealer) to the bare spots. Apply only 
when you're sure the concrete is dry, or 
as dry as it will ever get in this partic- 
ular location. Allow to dry thoroughly, 
then follow with the finishing coats of 
paint. It may stay on. for a while, hut 
eventually you will have to remove the 
oil paint with a remover ( use a wash- 
type remover, the kind that can be. 
washed off the surface with clear water) 
and apply a masonry sealer to all those 
parts not previously coated as well as 
those spots that were coated, and then 
follow with a masonry paint which is 
especially prepared for the purpose. 
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1. Simple to construct, extremely 
attractive and requiring only a 
few nails, this woven partition 
completely hides the furnace and 
hot-water tank, yet allows plenty 
of ventilation for both units.

one OF the first steps in remodeling 
a basement is to build a partition to 
conceal the furnace, hot-water tank 
and laundry tubs. At the same time, 
however, the tank and heating plant 
require adequate ventilation to as- 
sure proper combustion. Mr. Tom 
Young of Independence, Mo., solved 
this problem in a clever way, with a 
partition that not only solved both 
problems, but is extremely attrac- 
tive, yet simple to build. Mr. Young 
first placed lengths of 2 x 4 on the 
floor to outline the area to be en- 
closed. In these 2 x 4s he drilled lVi- 
in. holes, spaced 16 in. on center. 
Lengths of 1 x 4 then were drilled in 
the same manner, aligned to match 
the 2 x 4s on the floor, and nailed to 
the joists overhead. Lengths of 1%- 
in.-dia. closet poles then were fitted

between the ceiling and floor mem- 
bers. The upper ends of the poles 
were slipped through the 1 x 4s, Fig. 
2, then the lower ends dropped into 
the holes in the 2 x 4s. Next, with 
Mrs. Young's help, Tom ripped sev- 
eral 4 x 12-ft. sheets of hardboard 
(Vb-in. Duolux, tempered Masonite, 
smooth both sides) into 4-in. strips. 
These strips were woven horizontally 
between the vertical poles. Figs. 1, 2 
and 3. The ends of the strips were 
trimmed flush with the 2x2 that 
was used for the corner post. Fig. 1. 
To gain access to the space, a 1 x 4 
frame was made to accommodate an 
accordion-fold door, Fig. 1. No nails 
were used in assembling the parti- 
tion, except for attaching the 1x4 
strips to the joists, and holding the 
2x4 base plates at the corner. A A

than cutting a hole as indicated for 
the original. Both the floor disk and 
guard rail are cut from 1-in. stock 
and glued and nailed together. To 
prevent splitting the rail, drill clear- 
ance holes through it for the nails. 
Four screw eyes in the underside of 
the roof, and in the top of the guard 
rail, permit attaching roof and floor 
with four 4-in. lengths of small brass 
chain. Another 4 to 6-in. length of 
chain is fastened to a screw eye in 
the center of the roof top to permit 
hanging the feeder from a tree limb

up out of the way of cats. An even 
better setup is to fasten a pulley to 
a tree limb, then attach the feeder 
to a length of rope that is passed over 
the pulley. The lower end of the rope 
is fastened to a lower limb or bracket. 
The feeder then can be lowered for 
filling, readily pulled up again. Paint 
the completed feeder with two coats 
of house paint. The color should con- 
trast or blend with the roofing ma- 
terial. If the material matches the 
roofing on your house, paint the 
feeder the color of your home. A A

All that is required for making the 
board are a piece of insulating wall- 
board and a strip of molding or pic- 
ture framing. The framing can be 
purchased, or run off on a shaper 
or router if you have one in your 
shop. Rabbet the back surface of the 
framing to accept the thickness of 
the wallboard, then assemble it with 
mitered corners as indicated. The 
dimensions given are the size of the 
original. Experience has shown that 
the bulletin board should be as large 
as is practical, because it will fill 
up in a hurry.

You can set glazier points into the 
sash very quickly and without the 
usual fumbling and dropping, if you 
follow this suggestion.
